Observe  Warsaw  Ghetto 
Memorial  Sunday  Night 


The  19th  anniversary  of  the 
Warsaw  Ghetto  Uprising  will  be 
commemorated  by  the  Jewish 
Community  of  Ottawa  on  Sunday 
evening,  April  29  at  the  Jewish 
Community  Centre.  The  program 
arranged  and  sponsored  jointly  by 
the  Ottawa  Vaad  Ha’Ir  and  the 
Labour  Zionist  Council  will  begin 
at  8:30  p.m. 

Dr.  George  J.  Liban  of  Toronto, 
executive  director,  Central  Region, 
Zionist  Organization  of  Canada 
will  be  the  guest  speaker.  The 
topic  of  his  address  will  be 
“Echoes  of  History:  The  Lesson  of 
Eichmann”. 

During  the  evening,  a brief 
ceremony  will  be  held  during 
which  six  candles  will  be  lit  by 
representatives  of  the  Synagogues 
of  Ottawa,  by  a mother  and  by  a 
child  to  memorialize  the  six- 
million  Jews  who  perished  at  the 
hands  of  the  Nazis  during  World 
War  II. 

Ilyman  Bessin,  president  of  the 
Ottawa  Vaad  Ha’Ir  will  chair  the 
evening.  Rabbi  Simon  L.  Eckstein 
will  speak  in  Yiddish  while  Cantor 
Hyman  Gertler  will  recite  the  El 
Moleh  Rachamim.  Harry  Goldstein, 
chairman  of  the  Labour  Zionist 
Council  will  introduce  the  guest 
speaker  and  Cantor  David  Apto- 
witzer  will  sing  some  of  the  songs 
made  famous  in  the  ghetto. 

The  actual  candlelighting  cere- 
mony will  be  preceded  by  a se- 
lected reading  in  Yiddish  by 
Israel  Rubinek.  The  symbolic 
candles  will  be  lit  by  Bernard  M, 
Alexandor,  Q.C.,  Abraham  H.  Lieff, 
Q.C.,  Reuben  Kalin,  Saul  Saslove, 
Mrs.  Jacob  Gora  and  Saul  Rubinek. 

The  heroic  resistance  of  the 
martyrs  of  the  Warsaw  Ghetto 
captured  the  imagination  of  the 
entire  world  in  those  grim  days  of 
1943  when  a population  of  over 
half-a-million  was  decimated  to 
less  than  one-tenth  that  number  by 
planned  murder  and  genocide. 


Dr.  George  J.  Libo 


Dr.  Liban  was  born  in  Czecho- 
slovakia and  received  his  doctorate 


in  law  and  international  law  at  the 
Charles  University  of  Prague. 
After  a two-year  stint  in  the  army 
during  which  he  rose  to  the  rank 
of  Major,  he  was  secretary  of  the 
Hechalutz  Youth  Movement  in 
Prague  from  1939-40. 

He  then  served  as  general  se- 
cretary of  the  Jewish  community 
in  Ostrava  until  his  deportation  in 
1943.  After  his  liberation  in  1945, 
he  served  for  two  years  as  legal 
advisor  to  the  Minister  of  Social 
Welfare  in  Prague.  He  was  then 
appointed  director  of  the  Czecho- 
slovakian office  of  the  World 
Jewish  Congress. 

After  the  Communist  coup  d’etat 
in  1948,  Dr.  Liban  left  Czechoslo- 
vakia for  Switzerland  where  he  be- 
came secretary  of  the  Geneva 
office  of  the  World  Jewish 
Congress. 

In  1951,  Dr.  Liban  took  up  re- 
sidence in  Toronto  and  assumed 
his  present  position  with  the 
Zionist  organization.  He  was  visit- 
ed Israel  four  times.
